City as Gift: Challenging Cities to Provide the Same Level of 


Ecosystem Services as the Native Ecosystem 

Cities occupy just 2 per cent of the Earth’s surface while their inhabitants use 75 per 
cent of the planet’s natural resources drawing on their surrounding ecosystems for 
goods and services and generating products and emissions that affect regional and 
even global ecosystems. With our understanding of nature, can entire cities be based 
on the ecology of the landscape so as not to degrade the natural environment and 
perhaps even give back to the planet’s ecosystem? Our speaker will suggest that 
Ecological Performance Standards can evolve cities to biophilic and biomimetic 
metabolisms that synchronize with nature and ultimately support biodiversity.

Get Off Your Ash, TVA! 

The Southeast is home to one of the world's most significant biodiversity hotspots. But 
the region's natural and human communities are threatened by the fossil fuel 
dependent policies of the Tennessee Valley Authority (TVA), the country's largest, 
federally owned public power company that spans a six-state region. As both a power 
supplier and a regulatory agency, Chattanooga-based TVA has operated with little to 
no accountability for decades. In recent years, it has become one of the nation’s most 
polluting power providers, as its aging coal fleet releases more than 70 million tons of 
carbon dioxide annually. Hear about a coalition of national, regional, and local 
organizations as they embark on an ambitious campaign to comprehensively reform 
the agency and protect the region's biodiversity.

The River that Feeds Millions: Keeping the Mekong Flowing Free 

The Mekong River is the world’s second most biodiverse river and most productive 
inland fishery. The river, its fish, and the people who depend on the fish are threatened 
by hydropower development throughout the basin. Local, national, and international 
organizations are engaging the Mekong River Commission to protect fisheries and 
other ecosystem services. The speaker will also discuss emerging funder collaboration 
to sustain biodiversity in the six-country basin.

Hope for Dead Zones 

World Resources Institute and Virginia Institute for Marine Sciences jointly launched 
the first global map of coastal “dead zones”—where excess nutrients lead to oxygen 
depletion—in January 2011. The 530 areas encompass more than 95,000 square miles, 
about the size of New Zealand. The largest dead zone in the US at the mouth of the 
Mississippi covers more than 8,500 square miles, roughly the size of New Jersey. A 
large dead zone occupies about 40 percent of the Chesapeake Bay each summer. 
Positive outcomes from watershed-wide efforts to control nutrient flow into the 
Chesapeake Bay are beginning to be reported. This session will define the problem of 
dead zones worldwide and the actions that are being taken to restore coastal areas.

Volkswagen and Enterprise South Tour Get your motor running as you experience 
Volkswagen’s new LEED certified manufacturing facility, which occupies approximately 
2000 acres on an abandoned brownfield site just a few miles away from downtown 
Chattanooga. As a bookend to this example of mega-manufacturing, participants will 
have the opportunity to hike in the adjacent and majestic Enterprise South Nature Park, 
which comprises 2800 acres. (This trip departs at 12:30pm with box lunches.)

Tennessee Riverwalk Cycling Trip Take a short shuttle to Chickamauga Dam, which 
marks the northern terminus of the Tennessee Riverwalk—a dedicated pedestrian and 
bicycle trail and park system. Learn about TVA’s management of the hydrology of the 
area and receive a brief history of the Tennessee Riverwalk project. Then depart via 
bicycle on a 12-mile expedition, which will include stops at Amnicola Marsh, Navarre 
Garden, the Hunter Museum of American Art, the Bluff View Sculpture Garden, restored 
Walnut Street Bridge, and Chattanooga Bike-Share demonstration site. (Note that the 
route is on flat terrain). 

Point Park Hike Participants will make the short ascent of Lookout Mountain (by van) 
for arrival at Point Park, which is a unit of the Chickamauga & Chattanooga National 
Military Park and marks the site of the infamous Civil War “Battle Above the Clouds.” 
Guests will be greeted by an interpretive ranger, who will provide an overview of the 
battle, including a viewing of the famous painting of this engagement by James Walker. 
The group will then descend Lookout Mountain by foot in the company of a naturalist 
and historian and will end up at the Chattanooga Nature Center and Arboretum in the 
valley below for a presentation on the restoration of the American Chestnut, a tour of 
the red wolf captive breeding facility, and refreshments. 

Canoe on Lookout Creek Join staff from the Chattanooga Arboretum and Nature 
Center and the Tennessee Aquarium for a leisurely canoe trip along Lookout Creek, 
which is located along the western flank of Lookout Mountain and is a tributary of the 
Tennessee River. Participants will learn about the rich human and natural history of 
the area while observing local plant and animal life en route. Participants will also 
have the opportunity to tour the “Paddler’s Perch” overnight shelter, hear a 
presentation on the restoration of the American Chestnut, and tour the Nature Center 
and Arboretum grounds.

Speaker Biographies 


Michelle Chan 
Director, Economic Policy Programs, Friends of the Earth - US 


Michelle Chan directs Friends of the Earth’s Economic Policy Programs, which seek to reform 
international trade, federal tax, and spending policies to promote more environmentally and 
socially just economies. The program also holds banks and international financial institutions 
accountable for the environmental and social impacts of their lending activities. She has over 15 
years of experience in environmental finance and is the founder and president of BankTrack, an 
international advocacy network dedicated to advancing sustainability in the finance sector. She 
has testified before Congress, and been profiled in Institutional Investor and Ode magazine. 


In 2007 she published her first report on the Chinese banking sector, and in 2008 organized one 
of the first international meetings for communities affected by Chinese overseas investment. She 
has since written several articles on the topic, and started a program to train Chinese NGOs on 
sustainable finance and to promote more environmentally and socially responsible Chinese 
overseas investment. 


Ann Coulter 
A. Coulter Consulting 


Ann Coulter works as a consultant specializing in public engagement, visioning and strategic 
planning. Recent projects include working with the Benwood Foundation to create Gaining 
Ground - a local food movement initiative, and conducting strategic planning processes for the 
Tennessee Aquarium and The Hunter Museum in Chattanooga. She is currently managing the 
Urban Design Challenge, a year-long series of downtown urban design explorations for The River 
City Company, and working on PlanET - a five county regional planning process in eastern TN. 
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A Chattanooga native, Ann served from 2006-2009 as the first Turley Fellow in Urban 
Revitalization at the University of Memphis and was a Loeb Fellow in 2003 at the Harvard 
Graduate School of Design. She has worked to plan and redevelop waterfronts in Chattanooga, 
Knoxville, Nashville, and Kingsport TN. 


Past work in Chattanooga includes Executive positions at the City’s Office of Economic and 
Community Development, the Regional Planning Agency, and River City Company. In 2006 Ann 
wrote and produced a documentary short film “One Road” about a Native American public art 
project, The Passage at Ross’s Landing in Chattanooga that was screened at film festivals in 
three states. 


Brent Davies 
Vice President, Forests and Ecosystem Services, Ecotrust 


Brent Davies is Ecotrust's Vice President of Forests and Ecosystem Services. In this role, Brent 
oversees the management of the Forests, Watershed Restoration, and Ecosystem Services 
initiatives. Brent has spent the last two decades working with tribes, local and regional nonprofits, 
private landowners, businesses, and government agencies to develop and implement innovative 
conservation and economic development strategies. She has implemented and managed a 
variety of forest carbon projects over the last six years. Some of her recent work focuses on 
developing user-friendly land management tools that help landowners visualize how changes in 
management practices affect revenue and the production of timber and other ecosystem 
services, such as carbon sequestration. Prior to joining Ecotrust, Brent was the executive director 
of a coastal watershed restoration and learning center. She also worked in a rural village in Costa 
Rica where she taught a group of women how to raise and sell butterflies. Brent received a 
Master of Science degree from the University of Washington’s College of Forest Resources and 
plays an active role in the management of her family’s forestland. 


Bill Dennison 
Vice President for Science Applications, University of Maryland Center for Environmental 
Science 


Professor Bill Dennison is Vice President for Science Applications at the University of Maryland 
Center for Environmental Science (UMCES). Bill leads the Integration and Application Network 
(IAN), a collection of scientists interested in solving, not just studying, environmental problems. 
He was involved for ten years with the Healthy Waterways program in Queensland, Australia. He 
joined UMCES in 2002 and is involved in the Chesapeake Bay Program, currently serving as the 
inaugural chair of the Science and Technical Assessment & Reporting group. Bill and his team of 
Science Integrators and Science Communicators have pioneering novel science communication 
techniques including an online conceptual diagram creator using the IAN symbol library. The IAN 
team produces the annual Chesapeake Bay report card, as well as a suite of other environmental 
report cards with citizen science teams and various organizations globally. Bill lives in Easton, 
Maryland with his scientist wife (Judy O’Neil) and two teenage daughters. 


Anna George 
Director, Tennessee Aquarium Conservation Institute 


Dr. Anna George, Director of the Tennessee Aquarium Conservation Institute, discovered early in 
life that being a biologist provided a good excuse to be outside. Since joining TNACI in 2006, she 
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has led successful research initiatives in freshwater habitat restoration, species reintroduction, 
and population genetics. Her enthusiasm for educating scientists and non-scientists alike reflects 
her passion for collaborative conservation problem-solving. Anna currently teaches at the 
University of Tennessee at Chattanooga and Mountain Lake Biological Station, and mentors 
undergraduate and graduate students from several universities. She serves as an advisor for 
Gray’s Reef National Marine Sanctuary, the Conasauga River Alliance, and the Southeastern 
Fishes Council.

Anne Guerry 
Lead Scientist, Natural Capital Project, Stanford University 


Anne Guerry is Lead Scientist for the Natural Capital Project (NatCap). NatCap aims to align 
economic forces with conservation and is a joint venture among Stanford University, The Nature 
Conservancy, World Wildlife Fund, and the University of Minnesota. At NatCap, Anne oversees 
the development and application of marine INVEST, an accounting tool for modeling, mapping, 
and valuing nature’s benefits. She and her team are working closely with decision-makers on the 
ground and in the water to inform a wide array of management decisions (e.g. marine spatial 
planning, climate adaptation planning) on the West Coast of Vancouver Island, Canada; in Belize; 
and in a number of US locations (e.g. Monterey Bay, Galveston Bay, Puget Sound). Prior to 
joining NatCap, Anne was a National Research Council post-doctoral research associate at the 
NOAA Northwest Fisheries Science Center in Seattle. She received her PhD in Zoology from 
Oregon State University, an MS in Wildlife Ecology from the University of Maine, and a BA in 
Environmental Studies and English from Yale University. She has a lifelong love of the sea and 
believes that making explicit connections between human activities and their impacts on the full 
suite of nature’s benefits can inform management decisions and yield better outcomes for the 
environment and for society. 


Jim Harkness 
President, Institute for Agriculture and Trade Policy 


Jim Harkness is the President of the Institute for Agriculture and Trade Policy, whose mission is 
to work at the intersection of policy and practice locally and globally to promote fair and 
sustainable food, farm and trade systems. Since his arrival in 2006, IATP has added local foods, 
food justice and climate change programs, expanded its work in China, and strengthened 
partnerships with farmers’ organizations in the Global South. 


Jim grew up in Minneapolis, Minnesota and first visited the People’s Republic of China in 1976 on 
a cultural exchange mission. He continued studying the language, living and working there, off 
and on for the next three decades. While in China, Jim has worked on issues ranging from 
transboundary environmental issues in Northeast Asia to Giant Panda conservation to the Three 
Gorges Dam, and carried out field research in Tibet on the Black-necked Crane. 


In Beijing from 1995-1999, Jim was responsible for the Ford Foundation’s Environment and 
Development Program. He then served as China Representative for the World Wildlife Fund from 
1999-2005, where he expanded the organization's profile from a strict focus on conservation of 
biodiversity to also addressing the consequences of China's economic growth on a broader 
sustainable development agenda. He has served as an advisor to the World Bank, United 
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Nations agencies and many international NGOs, and speaks and writes frequently on sustainable 
development and civil society issues in China. 


Sadhu Johnston 
Deputy City Manager, City of Vancouver 


As Deputy City Manager, Sadhu contributes to the overall management of the City of Vancouver. 
Sadhu oversees the environmental and emergency areas within the City Manager’s Office. 


Sadhu helps to oversee the development and implementation of Vancouver’s Greenest City 
Action Plan, which builds off of Vancouver's successes in building a green city. Vancouver's 
greenhouse gas emissions are currently 5% below 1990 levels despite a growth in population of 
27% and an increase in jobs of 18%. Current activities include citywide curbside compost 
collection, home energy retrofit programs, water conservation programs, a deconstruction permit 
program, green job strategies, electric vehicle infrastructure, and district energy strategies, 
among others. 


Prior to moving to Vancouver, Sadhu served as Mayor Richard M. Daley’s Chief Environmental 
Officer where he was responsible for the oversight of City of Chicago environmental initiatives. 
Sadhu served Mayor Daley in the development and implementation of the Chicago Climate 
Change Action Plan. Under Mayor Daley’s leadership, Sadhu was involved in the design and 
implementation of the City’s blue cart recycling system, increasing recycling rates while making it 
easier for Chicago residents to recycle. He was integrally involved in the creation and oversight 
of a green jobs strategy for Chicago, assisting ex-offenders and disadvantaged populations in 
gaining access to opportunities of residential energy retrofitting, deconstruction, and renewable 
energy installation. He served a leadership role in the oversight of programs to engage Chicago’s 
businesses and residents such as Earth Hour, Green Hotels, the Green Office Challenge, and 
Mayor Daley’s GreenWorks Awards. 


Prior to serving in this capacity, Sadhu served as the Commissioner of the City of Chicago’s 
Department of Environment (DOE). He was appointed by Mayor Richard M. Daley in July of 2005 
after serving as Assistant to the Mayor for Green Initiatives. His responsibilities as Commissioner 
included the overall management of DOE, which administers programs to protect and restore 
Chicago's natural resources, reduce waste, clean up brownfields, promote energy efficiency and 
reliability, educate the public about environmental issues, and enforce the City's environmental 
protection laws. As Commissioner, Sadhu oversaw the design and construction of the City’s 
Household Electronics and Chemicals Recycling Center. Prior to working for the City of Chicago, 
Sadhu served as the executive director of the Cleveland Green Building Coalition. 


Glenn-Marie Lange 
Program Leader, WAVES and Team Leader, Policy & Economics, World Bank 


Glenn-Marie Lange manages the Policy & Economics Team in the Environment Department. The 
Team is responsible for a wide range of work on environmental economics including economic 
aspects of the 2010 Environment Strategy, which included a review of valuation of ecosystem 
services in World Bank work. The team carries out the World Bank’s work on wealth accounting 
and Adjusted Net Savings and has prepared an updated report on this work, The Changing 
Wealth of Nations, which will be launched later this year. She is leading a new Global Partnership 
for Ecosystem Valuation and Wealth Accounting which seeks to incorporate natural capital into 
national accounts for policy analysis and development planning. The Partnership will support 
implementation of natural capital accounting in a group of developed and developing countries to 
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demonstrate at scale how to incorporate natural capital in conventional analysis for development 
finance decision-making. 


Glenn-Marie joined the World Bank in 2009, coming from the Earth Institute at Columbia 
University (2004-2008) where her work focused broadly on ecosystems services valuation, 
environmental accounting, and development. Working extensively in Africa, Dr. Lange pioneered 
the use of environmental valuation and accounting to integrate environmental concerns into 
macroeconomic and sectoral policy analysis.

Author, Freelance 


Emma Marris is an environmental writer and reporter. In 2010, she punished her first book, 
Rambunctious Garden: Saving Nature in a Post-Wild World. The book challenges the centrality of 
the ideal of pristine wilderness in the modern environmental movement and highlights alternative 
conservation strategies that do not focus on holding or returning land to a historical baseline. 
From managed relocation of species threatened by climate change to the embrace of so-called 
novel ecosystems, she champions a blurring of the lines between nature and people, anda 
conscious and responsible management of our humanized planet. She grew up in Seattle, 
Washington, and now lives with her husband and two children in Columbia, Missouri, where she 
finds wildness in drainage ditches and conservation potential in suburban cul de sacs and 
horizon-to-horizon soy fields alike. 


Clint Muhlfeld 
Research Ecologist, USGS Northern Rocky Mountain Science Center & The University of 
Montana 


Dr. Muhlfeld is a research aquatic ecologist for the USGS Northern Rocky Mountain Science 
Center in Glacier National Park and associate professor at the University of Montana 's Flathead 
Lake Biological Station. Clint's general research interests encompass the fields of aquatic 
ecology, fisheries biology, and conservation biology. His research goal is to develop an integrated 
understanding of the spatiotemporal links between physical and biological processes influencing 
the distribution, abundance, genetic diversity, and adaptive potential of aquatic biota to inform 
conservation and management programs for aquatic ecosystems. Clint's applied research 
focuses on assessing the threats of invasive species, habitat destruction, and climate change on 
native species in one of the most diverse and intact aquatic ecosystems in North America - the 
Crown of the Continent Ecosystem in the Rocky Mountains of the USA and Canada. His 
published research spans a range of questions and conservation issues from examining the 
fitness and ecological impacts of hybridization and competition between native and non-native 
salmonids, assessing life history diversity and genetic population structure of native fishes, 
investigating the impacts of mines and hydroelectric dams on aquatic ecosystems, assessing the 
potential impacts of climate warming on aquatic ecosystems, to developing quantitative models 
(e.g., bioenergetics, habitat, landscape connectivity, and population viability) for aquatic 
communities. Clint enjoys advising and educating graduate students working on various aspects 
of aquatic systems and ecology, and is currently active in several regional, national, and 
international science teams that address natural resource issues. Clint's goal and hope is that the 
ecological integrity of our watersheds will be preserved for future generations through research- 
informed management and education. 
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Kumi Naidoo 
Executive Director, Greenpeace International 


Born in South Africa, Kumi Naidoo became involved in the country’s liberation struggle at the age 
of 15. In 1986 he was charged with violating the emergency regulations and was forced 
underground for almost a year before fleeing to exile. During this time he was a Rhodes Scholar 
and later earned a doctorate in political sociology. After Nelson Mandela’s release, Naidoo 
returned to South Africa to work on the legalization of the African National Congress. 


Naidoo has served as Secretary General of CIVICUS: World Alliance for Citizen Participation, 
was the founding executive director of the South African National NGO Coalition (SANGOCO), 
and was also the founding Chair of the Global Call to Action against Poverty (GCAP), where he 
remains global ambassador. Naidoo has also served as a board member of the Association for 
Women’s Rights in Development (AWID), and in 2003 was appointed by the former Secretary 
General of the United Nations to the Eminent Persons Panel on UN Civil Society Relations. He 
was a board member of Global Reporting Initiative (2006-2011), Earth Rights International (2008- 
2011), and Food and Trees for Africa (2008-present). 


Kumi Naidoo is currently Executive Director of Greenpeace International and Chair of the ‘Global 
Campaign for Climate Action’ (GCCA). 


David Orr 
Professor, Oberlin College 


David Orr Is the Paul Sears Distinguished Professor of Environmental Studies and Politics and 
Senior Adviser to the President, Oberlin College. He is the author of seven books, including Down 
to the Wire: Confronting Climate Collapse (Oxford, 2009) and co-editor of three others. He has 
authored nearly 200 articles, reviews, book chapters, and professional publications. In the past 
twenty-five years he has served as a board member or adviser to eight foundations and on the 
Boards of many organizations including the Rocky Mountain Institute, the Aldo Leopold 
Foundation, and Bioneers. He has been awarded seven honorary degrees and a dozen other 
awards including a Lyndhurst Prize and a National Achievement Award from the National Wildlife 
Federation. He has lectured at hundreds of colleges and universities throughout the U.S., Europe, 
and Asia. He headed the effort to design, fund, and build the Adam Joseph Lewis Center, which 
was named by an AIA panel as “the most important green building of the past thirty years,” and 
as “one of thirty milestone buildings of the twentieth century” by the U.S. Department of Energy. 
He is the executive director of the Oberlin Project, an editor of the journal Solutions, and is a high 
level adviser to four grandchildren ages 2-12. 


Todd Paglia 
Executive Director, ForestEthics 


Todd Paglia started his advocacy career with Ralph Nader in 1995. As a lawyer with Ralph 
Nader he took on some of the largest companies in the US on issues of corporate welfare and 
consumer protection. He also led in the transformation of the purchasing practices of the federal 
government — the world’s largest consumer of paper. 


These two bodies of work — one legal and one campaign-focused — were very different, and the 
contrast was immediately clear as was the choice: continue uphill battles in the courts or in the 
halls of Congress with limited progress against companies with hundreds of lawyers and lobbyists 
(which many peers were already doing), or bring financial leverage and power to environmental 
issues by shifting the purchasing practices of the largest buyers on Earth (which almost no one 
was doing). 
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Todd joined ForestEthics to take what he learned in shifting the government’s purchasing 
practices and apply it to the Fortune 500. ForestEthics has shifted hundreds of millions of dollars 
toward more sustainable purchasing, and permanently protected over 12 million acres of old 
growth forests. His primary area of focus on paper has widened in recent years to include the oil 
industry. 


Julia Parzen 
Coordinator, Urban Sustainability Directors Network 


Julia Parzen is a co-founder and the coordinator of USDN, the preeminent North American 
network of local government sustainability leaders. She has led sustainability initiatives in and for 
local, state and federal government, including a central role in the development of the Chicago 
Climate Action Plan. She was an early pioneer of the triple bottom line business as CEO of 
Working Assets. She is an expert at creating nonprofit and government professional networks.
